Applicant's arguments witli respect to claims 1-19 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The added limitations to claim 1 "...actual physical force resulting from an object 
that actually and physically contacts the vehicle. " are not supported by the 
specification to adequately enable the skilled artisan to make and/or use the invention. 
As such, undue experimentation is required. Claims 2 - 19 are necessarily rejected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 20 is allowed as containing allowable subject matter identified by the
